And Second of Excursions from 


Washington Encampment Proves 


to be a Failure. Others now Re­

In the face of a driv in g 
downpour, 
eig h ty one Civil W a r veteran s reach­ 
ed here from W ashington this 
afte r-’ 
noon on the second of the 
excursions 
run by the W estern M aryland to 
a c ­ 
com m odate those 
obi 
soldiers 
who 
J w ished to visit G etty sb u rg before re ­ 
tu rn in g home from the g ran d en cam p ­ 
m ent. 
O f the num ber who cam e here 
to ­ 
d ay m any were from Iowa while other 
sta te s east and w est w ere represented. 
T he veterans stated upon their arrival 
th a t it was only the w eath er 
which 
kept down the size of the crowd 
com ­ 
ing here for the tw o-day 
excursion, 
fo r m any had intended to come before 
th e y saw the rain of the early 
m o rn ­ 
in g and realized th a t it 
would 
con­ 
tin u e thro u g h o u t the day. 
The W estern M aryland 
traffic 
o f­ 
ficials w ere much disappointed in

size of the crowd both days, and they

G etty sb u rg will a la in be 
asked 
to 
contribute its sh are toward the holiday 
cam paign of the A m erican Red Cross 
and the N ational A ssociation for 
the 
S tudy and Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
for which two hundred million Christ­ 
m as seals are now being printed 
and 
distributed. G etty sb u rg and the larger 
tow ns of the county will be canvassed 
and business places requested to place 
on sale the p re tty 
little 
“stickers”, 
each of which 
rep resen ts 
one 
cent 
contributed 
to w ard 
the 
work. 
The 
town and county has responded gener­ 
ously in other years. 
The proceeds from th e sale of these 
seals will go fo r 
the 
fight 
against 
tuberculosis in th e com m unities w heie 
the seals are 
sold. 
T he organization 
of the Red Cross seal sale this 
year 
will take in every S ta te and Territory 
of the United S tates, 
including 
H a ­ 
waii, Porto Rico, and th e Canal Zone. 
By December I, over 500,000 workers, 
men, women and children, will be en­ 
caged in the cam paign. 
The sales in 1914 broke all previous 
records, totaling over 55,000,000 seals, 
an increase of 22 per ren t over 1913. 
A fte r deducting all expenses, this left 
nearly $500,000 for tuberculosis work 
in this country. 
The m oney has been 
an d is being expended by over 
2,000 
different agencies who benefited 
from 
the sale in am o u n ts ran g in g from HOO 
or less to over $25,000. 
The American Red C ross announces 
th a t it will continue its previous suc­ 
cessful policy of ch a rg in g only IO per 
cent of the gross proceeds 
to 
state 
anti-tuberculosis associations, thereby
